Tourney Nears

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — The 
NAIA’s National Intercollegiate 
Baseball Championships are slat- 
ed again for Sioux City and the 
380-member field is narrowing 
as the June 6-10 playing time 
nears. 


District play-offs were com- 
pleted May 20, and the 8 area 
champions must be declared by 
Sunday, May 28. 

Previous champions have been 
Sul Ross (Tex) in 1957; San Di- 
ego State in 1958; Southern (La.) 
University in 1959; and Whit- 
worth (Wash.) in 1960. 


Area I (Far West) contenders 
include: Linfield (Ore.), 15-10; 
Redlands (Calif.), 17-4; San Di- 
ego U., 16-10; Sacramento State, 
18-2; Whittier, 19-9; and Califor- 
nia Western, 21-8. 


The best in Area II (Southwest) 
seem to be Phillips (Okla.), 18-5; 
and Sam Houston, 16-9; with Ad- 
ams (Colo.) State and Langston 
(Okla.) as_ possibilities. Sam 
Houston, coached by former Phil- 
adelphia Phillie Ray Benge plac- 
ed fourth last year. 


Omaha has represented Area 
III (Central Plains) for the past 
2 years, and off a 12-4 record is 
still rated the team to beat. Chief 
opposition should come from Em- 
poria State (11-10) or College of 
Emporia (9-6).

Playoffs Run To Wire 


TUCSON — Playoffs for the 8 spots in the College World Series 
are running right down to the wire. 

Two entries—from Districts 4 and 7—wil be chosen before the 
month is out, with the others riding over into June. Only possible 
exception to this would be if Oklahoma State in District 5 is given 
a free ride to Omaha. 


Here’s how the playoffs stack up: 


District 1—Connecticut, with an 8-2 record won the the Yankee 
Conference, to grab a berth in the playoffs. The UConns are 18-7 
overall. Other likely entries are Boston College, Springfield and 
Colgate. A double-elimmation tournament will be played, possibly 
dune 1-2-3. 


District 2—Probable entries in the playoffs are St. John’s, the 
Metropolitan Conference champion, Delaware, Middle-Atlantic king, 
and independents Villanova and Syracuse. The playoffs will be 
held June 2-3. Navy, winner of 21 of its first 22 games, was pre- 
vented from participating because of its schedule. The middies meet 
Army June 3 in their traditional battle. 


District 3—Duke, surprise champion of the Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference, moves in with West Virginia, Southern Conference titlist, 
and strong, independent Florida State. The playoff is scheduled 
for Gastonia, N. C., June 1-2-3. The Southeast Conference will not 
be represented at all. LSU, SEC champion, turned down the berth 
because of its rigid segregation policy. In turn, Auburn and the 
University of Florida also vetoed playoff bids. 


District 4—Meeting in the playoff May 29-30-31 at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., will be Detroit vs. Western Michigan in the first game and 
Cincinnati vs. Michigan in the second game. Cincinati was the Mis- 
souri Valley champion and WMU the Mid-American kingpin. De- 
troit and Michigan, the Big 10 champ, were at-large selections. 


District 5—Okighoma State, winner of 21 of its first 22 games, 
is expected to be the representative in the College World Series. The 
Cowboys was selected without a playoff last year and it may happen 
again. 

District 6—Texas, Southwest Conference champion, will be host 
to Arizona in the playoff, tentatively set June 5-6, 

District 7—The field appears to be set for playoffs May 26-28 
at Laramie, home of Skyline East champion Wyoming. Others in 
contention are Colorado State College, Rocky Mountain Conference 
titlist, Brigham Young, Skyline West titlist, and Air Force, an inde- 
pendent. Only bug in these plans centered about BYU and its pol- 
icy on playing Sunday games. 

District 8—The nation’s 2 top ranked teams, Fresno State and 
Southern California, collide May 26-27 in Los Angeles for the right 
to meet the victor in the Oregon-Oregon State games scheduled for 
the same days.

Editorial Comment 


Violation Of The Playoff Dates 


One NCAA regulation is broken almost every 
spring, but there is no punishment meted out. 

Heads are turned, perhaps, because the rule 
is unworkable. 

This rule is the one which reads “. . . sched- 

. uling of district round games shall be arranged 
so as to assure qualification of the district rep- 
resentative by June 3.” 

This rule calls for qualification for entry in 
the College World Series by the Saturday previ- 
ous to the start of the tournament. And there 
is good reason for the rule. If a team qualifies 
later than that date, then there is confusion 
in national publicity, in local publicity, in Oma- 
ha and also confusion in tourney arrangements. 

But the fact is that almost every spring one 
or more of the 8 NCAA districts schedules its 
playoffs to finish the same week as the start 
of the College World Series.

Some district committees find it impossible 
to schedule the playoffs any sooner because of 
the conflict in examinations or playing sched- 
ules of the teams concerned. 

It has been suggested that perhaps the Col- 
lege World Series ought to be set back to a 
Monday starting date instead of the usual Fri- 
day opening.

The regulation, for instance, 
would cause the Spiders of Rich- 
mond to by-pass the playoffs if 
it won the SC title. Coach Mac 
Pitt has 5 regulars who would 
be ineligible—Second baseman 
Doug Martin, Third baseman Don 
Falls, Outfielders Tom Booker 
and Johnny Boggs and ace Pitch- 
er Charlie Revere. 

The same ruling would: affect 
Furman, VMI and Virginia Tech 
to a lesser degree.
